I'iHcu l>ecaus« be held the rssulor term 
of the Elliott Circuit Court, claiming 
that thsrs la an epidemic of small 
pox In that oWnty.' t feel that there 
Is due you an ezptaMtion of thu Htt- 
uatiun of the facts as 1 found th.-m In 
that county, and feeling Hint ihcy 
have been groaaly mlarppnio.iiticl to 
you by u member of yuiir hi-alth hoiud 
in that county, and I that tvliun 

>iiu underatand tbe sltoMloD. there 
will lie an explanation due Judge Cisco 
I want lo say after ii timrnnKli in- 
vasUsatlon of the mutter iii:tt ti:.'i<' 
is no I i.idfmic <if Mmall i»ox i;icviil<r(il 
In I t .iiii: .

In any locality to amount to an epidem- 
ic. There ore about- four or five iaoiat- 
pil cuHeif In the county.

and reU-iuH-d. There la no locality lo 
the county that ia or has been under 
iiiinrnntlne.

been a cunc of aqiall pox In tlit; county 
««at for forty yeara. 

We underatand that it was repres- 
,ent«d lo you that thsr* was a wide- 
apread epidemic of tbe diaease, many 
cases in the county seat, a man brok- 
en out with It In Ji>ry room, and many 
exposures, all of which la absolutely 
false and untrue. 

The whole situation Is this— there 
are u few cases of small pox acatter- 
cd ulHJUt over Elliott county, and, aa I 
underatand lt,ia at the preaent time in 
parteet coatroL Part of yotur bsaltb 
tMard waa aspectlnc indictments for 
an offense that is not necessary to 
mention to you, oth«>rs were exi>ect- 
Ing the same, others had been indicted 
and were not anxious for trial, and 
geitliiic their heads together, they con- 
sldarsd to proroffue the Court for a few 
tanns and thus sscape the law. Tl'ta 
matter waa put up to Judge Cleco on 
hIa arrival at Sandy Hook last Mon- 
day, and after conferring with the 
staarUf and many other good dtisana 
of tbe oounty and learning the reas- 
ons that I have mentioned atiove. re- 
fused and properly I think, lo adjourn 
tha Court, and as a matter of retalia- 
tion mlastateowaw wera made to the 
board, aad tba order fothiwed. 

Judge Cisco did more In one day 
to rfectually prohibit any apread of 
the diaeaae in that county than your 
i.DarU of health has doita ainoa tberc 
luui l>een a case tlure. We are only 
tryinc to aaslst yoUr boards and up- 
hold the law, and incldanuUy to make 
ihem take notice of their duties in 
ih«- iniiiti-i anil mime times they resent 
thia. and went a long waya In thia 
case to bring sbout this quarantine. 

Judge Claco and myself arrived at 
Sandy Hook at 12:30 on Mimdnv nml 
there were at that time moje than 400 
men on the streets, and If there had 
been any chance of spread or exposure 
to small pox. It would have been ac- 
complished before we got there. Then- 
waa a light do. kpi and did nut necea- 
«itntr the attendance of any great 
number of persons on tbe Court, and 
every (irecautlon was taken to bring 
no litigant or witness to the Court that 
had even u chance for the disease. Wt 
both feel that you have basn Imposed 
u|x>n by these parUta there—and In 
abort -were lied to about the situa- 
tion and it you will take the trouble 
to Investigate, you will find It aa I 
have represented It to yon in thia let- 
ter and no otlit-r way. 

Judge Cisco ia an upiltcht and hon- 
orable Judge, and feels keenly tbe 
atataoisat that be waa violating the 
law Instead of upholding It. I have 
been repreeenting the Intereats of the 
State here In this districr for more 
14 yeara and uodar a««»ral Judgea 
iwa I knaw of no man that triea hard- 
er to do bis duty under any and all 
1 1 miinaiainias and we feel with the 
proper investigation of the matter by 
)i>uT lM>ard. you ought to and will 
vindicate him in this Instance If any- 
thing wrong in connection with tbe 
situation In Elliott county, and I ain- 
cerely ask that yon investigate thia. 

I do not. piolMblv as you know. Ilv<' 
In Elliott county. I have no inter- 
ests there to be affected by thia quar- 
antine but It la rank injustice lo tboee 
giHHl people ti) be put under qiuu-antine 
In the pri'Btiit Hilnatlon, ami if they do 
anythioK like their duty, there will 
be no necessity of this quarantine of 
the county at all. 

I hope you will see thia matter in its 
true light and if not satiHficd with 
theae statements, Investbcate and see 
what the aitiwUon is and then you 
will see who Is right and who la 
wrons.
